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Suit challenges permit for plant 


Council majority now 
opposes Eticam plan 


By Bob Slate 
Staff writer 


If the Granite City Council was 
asked today to approve siting for 
a proposed Eticam plant, the 
results would be different than 
they were in January 1990. 


An informal poll of aldermen 
this week shows that a proposal 
to allow the hazardous-wastewa 
ter treatment plant to locate on 
Highway 3, about 3,000 feet from 
Prather Elementary School prop- 
erty, would fail with five favor 
able votes, eight opposed, and 
Alderman Craig Tarpoff still 
undecided. 


The City Council voted unani- 
mously in January 1990 to allow 
the siting permit 

The members of the council 
were asked, ‘‘Knowing what 
do now, would you vote in favor 


of an Eticam siting permit for 
that location if a vote was taken 
tomorrow?" 


Aldermen Ginny. O’Bear, Dan 
Partney, Dan Brown, Walter 
Milton and Judy Whitaker all 
said they would vote differently 
than they did in 1990. 

Milton said he ‘*would have 
serious reservations’ about 
granting the permit. He said 
that the nature of the proposed 
facility. was not completely 
explained to the council,+and 
that he had been under the 
impression that most of the 
wastes handled by the plant 
would come from local indus- 
tries. . 


Whitaker said her concern for 
environmental issues and for the 
future of children would prompt 
her to change her vote.

Haine seeks review

Madison County State’s Attor- 
ney William Haine wants a cir- 
cuit judge to determine whether 
or not the owners of a proposed 
hazardous-waste treatment plant 
followed the letter of the law in 
the:facility’s permit process. 

Haine filed a lawsuit Tuesday 
in Edwardsville against Eticam- 
Granite Inc. 

The suit asks Eticam officials 
to show by what authority they 
claim license to operate the pro- 
posed facility. 


Specifically, Haine said, he- 


questions whether Eticam offi- 
cials followed the letter of the 
law regarding ‘a siting rmit 
granted to them by the Granite 
City Council in January 1990. 

He said he is of the opinion 
that Eticam may have failed to 
notify all adjacent landowners of 
a December 1989 public hearing, 
as required by statute; and that 
a legal notice published in the 
Press-Record failed to specify 


the exact location of the pro- 
posed facility, the nature of the 
jusiness to be performed there, 
and how and when the public 
could comment on the proposal 

Haine emphasized that the 
lawsuit does not consider the rel 
ative merits of the proposed 
facility, but rather whether prop- 
er notification was given to the 
public prior to the hearing, 
where testimony regarding the 
siting of the plant was heard.

The City Council 6n Dec. 1 authorized 
Cruse to sign agreements with Melville to 
perform the study of city efficiency, and 
with the Chamber of Commerce to share 
the cost of the $31,500 review 

The review will take about three to four 
months to complete 

Melville, who has performed similar 
services for a number of other municipal- 
ities, said he would study the city’s reve- 
nue sources and make recommendations 
on improving efficiency. 


“It would behoove us to get bids to 
determine the cost of a 
similar review for the 
township,”’ Tarpoff said.

Racism real, must be fought 


.. We are sitting in our cat at a stoplight late at night when a 
brand-new BMW occupied by: two African-American men 
listening to loud rap music pulls up beside. What is our 
immediate reaction? = 

Do we grow nervous, glancing to make sure the door is 
locked? Do the palms of our hands start sweating and doe 
our heart start beating a little faster? Is there a great sense 
of relief when the light changes-and we can start moving 
again? x, 

Isn’t that just the natural reaction? 

Unless we are suffering from severe paranoia and would 
Feact the same way if it were two white men in a pickup truck 

laying country-western, two white middie-aged women in a 

‘adillac. listening to Beethoven or. any other conceivable 
combination of people, cars and music, this automatic 
ftesponse is racist. 

If-the only racism in America were of the clearly evil Ku 
Klux Klan or Adolf Hitler type, the battle against it would be 
fairly easy and victory assured. But, as our hypothetical 
incident shows — if we are honest — racism isso ingrained in 
White America that it has become automatic 

So when African-American students who attend Granite 
City schoo where the vast majority of the students and 
100 percent of the faculty and administration are white — say 
they are subjected to racist-treatment every day at school, 
there can be no doubt those students are telling the truth 

These students may not be subjected to daily physical and 
verbal abuse, but these students must overcome the auto- 
matic racist suspicions of their peers and teachers every 
day. When a fight breaks out in a racially mixed crowd, who 
is first suspected of starting it? If cigarette smoke surrounds 
a racially mixed group in the bathroom, or if fresh graffiti is 
on the wall behind the group, who is the’ first suspect? 

To their credit, neither the-white peers nor faculty in the 
Granite City schools seem‘ to be ruled by those first, 
automatic responses and as a result the schools have not had 
any full-blown racial incidents. But the lack of incidents 
should not be taken as a sign that racism doesn’t exist nor as 
a sign that the racism in Granite City schools is so mild it 
hardly merits attention. 

Last week, 30 African-American students boycotted the 
schools to protest racist treatment. The move caught Granite 
City Superintendent Steve Balen by surprise he was 
honestly unaware of any racist treatment — but he respond- 
ed quickly and correctly by meeting with the students, 
parents and,Johnny Scott of the NAACP to calm a potentially 
abrasive situation 

But a return to normal is not enough. Scott, the NAACP and 
other African-American leaders and organizations have 
teaching materials and instruction programs that can help 
Balen, his faculty and his students identify racism —-in 
themselves. and others — in order to bégin fighting it. A 

visible enemy is easier to fight than a hidden one 

A white person can never know what it’s. like to be an 
African-American in America. But if that white person 1s 
willing to take some time and effort, he or she can begin to 
imagine the way an African-American feels 

Most of us have at some time decided to celebrate a major 
event in our lives, such as a wedding anniversary, by going to 
a fancy restaurant that’s economically out of our league. We 
got together the money, put on our very best clothes, maybe 
even rented a fancy car. 

But, while everyone at the restz 
perfectly willing to take our money

waiter to the busboy to the other customers, made it clear 
they knew we really didn't belong there, and couldn't help 
feeling everyone would be a lot happier when we finally left 

All night long, every -mistake we made even just 





dropping a napkin — seemed magnified. Before long, we 
started growing angry because it seemed we were being 
blamed just for being there. Maybe we even began to have 
our own doubts about our right to be in the restaurant 

By the time the bill was paid — giving a tip that was much 
too large as a last effort.to prove-we belonged — we were 
thrilled to: leave-and home never looked so good 

We know how we felt that night. Can we imagine feeling 
that way. everyday, everywhere we went, from the time we 
left home until the time we returned home again? Can we + 
imagine feeling that way every time we entered a store, got 
ona bus or just walked down the’street? Can we imagine that 
feeling following us into our own home when we realize that 
we are being overlooked for things we rightfully deserve just 
because we're not one of them? F 

If we can imagine our. reaction to that kind of unfair 
treatment, we can begin to imagine how racism affects its 
victims and begin to understand their sometimes angry 
reaction 

And we can begin to understand why 
eliminated; it_is not-enough just to keep it in check. 
Racism has been brought out into the open in the Granite 
i ials have taken the right 
steps to fight it. We have confidence that school officials 
are serious, when they say they will fight to eliminate racism. 

It would be a mistake, however, to think victory will be 
either quick or easy. The first African-American slaves were 
brought to America in 1619 and racism has had more than 370 
years — almost unopposed — to become a near-permanent 
part of American culture : 

Removing racism from American culture will require daily 
concentrated effort from the majority of Americans to learn 
to identify racism and to unlearn racist habits: It is an effort 
we must expend if, as-Americans, we hope to survive as a
